Origin of Mausoleum 


(} Artemesia, who married her own brother, Mausolus, King of Caria in 
Asia Minor, 377 B.C. At his death she drank in liquor his ashes after 
his body had been nburned and erected to his memory at Halicarnassus 
a monument, one of the seven wonders of the world (350 B.C.) texmed 

Mausoleum. She invited all the literary men of her age to the funer- 
al rites, and proposed rewards to him who composed the best elegaic 
panegyric upon her husband. The prize was adjudged to Theopompus, 
353 B.C. Artemesia died five years after this. The statue of Mau- 
solus is among the antiquities brought from Halicarcassus in 1857 
by C.T. Newton and was placed in the British Musegum, 


The Origin of Funeral Orations (see above also) 


The Romans promounced harangues over their dead, when eminent for rank, 
great deeds, and virtues. Popvilia was the first Roman lady who had an 
oration promounced at her funeral, which was done by her son Crassus; 
and it is ohserved by Cicero that Julius Caesar performed a similar 
service for his aunt Julia and his wife Cornelia. In Greece, Solon 
was the first who promounced a funeral oration, according to Herodotus 
580 B.C. David lamented over Saul and Jonathan, 1056 B.C. and over 
Abner, 1048 B,C. (2 Sam. 1 & 111.) |

A re of grave markers bear the photographs of the deceased, This 
is true da memorial in the cemetery at Raleigh. In Moore Gounty potters 
were frequently buried with qm graved jugs or jars for he adstones, 


Appropriate symbols appear on the various tombstones of a family in 
Craven County. The father, a ship captain, has a boat on his monument: 

a crown is on another marker, a book on another; flowers on another; and 
a weeping willow on still another. 


In one inland city, seashells were placed on the graves, At another 
place, burned out light bulbs serve as ornaments, probably with some at— 
tempt at a strained symbolism. Broken bowls and pitchers, as well as 
vari-colored paper flowers mark er SrTaves. |

Curious Customs, etc. 


—— North Carolina. (Continued) 


At a Negro graveyard in Wilmington, a woman's marker is the bedstead 
mpon which she spent many invalid years. In the same town, a blacksmith's 
hammer and anvil represent his trade, Nearby is the grave of a dog who 
was a faithful and devoted member of a Negro church. The canine had atten- 
ded services so faithfully and regularly that the congregation allowed his 
body to be buried in the churchyard with a tombstone erected to his memory. 


A rare testimonial during the era of slavery, an old monument stands 
in Greenwood cemetery at New Bern, created by white citizens in memory of 
a Negro preacher, Capt. John Cook, a native of Africa who did much work 
among the poor and needy of his region. He died in 1856. 


Carved with serpents and mythological monsters a stone in another 
North Carolina cemetery is said to have been erected by a iat ata over the 
grave of her drunken husband. 


The weeping arch entrance of coquina shell at Cedar Grove cemetery, 
New Bern, holds moisture and a superstition long h eld there is that if 
water drops on a person he will be the next carried thru in a hearse. To 
this day, many residents rush quickly through the rate.
